Wife 


CAIRO, Jan. 23  (UP).— 
Totalitarian Pharaoh Unas, who 
ruled Egypt in the 19th century |: 
before Christ, had 2 very com- 
pletely forgotten wife, it is now 
revealed by archacologists who: 
have unearthed and entered the 
tomb of a Queen Nebet among 
royal burials in Sakkara. - 

The very name of Queen 
Nebet is unfamiliar to modern 
Egyptologists, but Zaki Y. Saad, 
leader of the explorations, has 
found convincing evidence in the 
tomb to conclude that she was 
undoubtedly the royal wife of 
Unas, 

The empty tomb, pronounced lene 
ly sculptured, Is adortied with 
sireat array of inscriptions, adding to 
knowledye of Egypt's fifth dynasty. 
A portrait of the queen delicately 
holding a lotus flower stands over u 
doorway. 

‘Absolute Monarchs 

Pharaohs in the fourth to sixth 
dynnstics are known to have ruled 
Egypt as absolute monarchs by 
divine right, dnd to have held all 
high offices in the government. in 
dictatorial fashion, including direc- 
tion of the armies, legal. affairs, und 
the. highly important religious func- 
tions of the state.. Pharaoh owned 
all land in Egypt, and was the only 
eorthly inhabitant who looked for- 
ward to a heavenly Mfe with the 
Ri 

When the tomb of Pharaoh Unas 
was first entered In modern times by 
archaeologists in 1881, the royal 
burial had been robbed, and a few 
scattered bones are the only remains 
of this one-time powerful king.
